Constant pleas are made by both the 
arm y and navy for higher rank for 
men in command of armies in the field 
and the fleets at sea. 
It is insisted that 
an arm y such as we have in the United 
States should la* commanded by a lieu 
tenant general and that we should 
have two or three vice admirals for our 
different fleets. 
The trouble about high rank and com­ 
mand is that they do not go together. 
After the Spanish w ar we had a string 
of lieutenant generals and only one 
commanded an arm y and he for a brief 
time in the Philippines. 
W e created a 
grade of admiral for the victor of M a­ 
nila bay, and he has not commanded 
anything since. 
If we had the higher 
grades they would go to old men aud 
favorites who are too old or unfit to 
command in real times of trouble. 


Fighters Develop In W ar. 


Real fighters, men born to command, 
develop In tim e of war. 
That was the 
case In the civil war. 
None of the men 
picked in the early stages of the con­ 
flict made good. 
The real officers de­ 
veloped as the w ar progressed. 
We 
might train a dozen lieutenant gener­ 
als and the same number of vice ad 
niirals, and yet in case of w ar no doubt 
they would go into the discard. 
None 
of our rear admirals made records In 
the Spanish war. The sen fighting was 
done by commodores and captains. W e 
can look in vain for anything like dis 
tinguished service by those who were 
major generals at tho beginning of the 
saute war. Other officers did the work. 


Honors Lavishly Bestowed. 
It Is a I so remembered that Immedi­ 
ately after the Spanish w ar a half 
dozen or more men, whose names can­ 
not now lie remembered, were given 
the rank of lieutenant general, a rank 
that was not given to Thomas, H an ­ 
cock, Meade, Slocum, Burnside, Hook­ 
er, Logan, Rawlins, McClellan, Itose- 
crans, Wilson, Banks, Sedgwick. T er­ 
ry, Crook, Howard, Hnlleck aud half 
a dozen others whose names spring 
Into the mind when we talk of civil 
w ar fighters. 


Survivors of a Famous Siege. 
W hen Senator Thornton of Alexan­ 
dria, La., came to the senate nliout a 
year ago one of the first men he met 
from the north was Senator Knute 
Nelson of Alexandria, Minn. 
“ I wanted to meet you,” said the 
Minnesota 
man,

we

come from Alexandria, and I know it 
Is a good tow n. 
I was In your home 
during the w ar, shortly after I was 
wounded rn battle.” 
Fu rther Inquiry developed the fact 
that the two men had fought on op­ 
posite sides at the battle of Port H u d ­ 
son, where Mr. Nelson was wounded 
and taken prisoner.
